The "Wisconsin in China" move- 


ment should be 'supported by the 
university because of personal coj- 
tatt~ with Chinese students and be- 


i cause China is the largest and yet 
the poorest 
and most 
miserable 


country in the world, is the belief 
of Prof. Daniel W. Mead of the en- 
gineering school who was in China 
in 1914 making investigations for 
engineering projects. 


"The solution of tne Chinese prob- 


lem will not come about until China 
has more educated 
people," 
de- 


clared Prof. Mead. "Of a popula- 
tion of 400,000,000 people, less-than 
five per cent can read and write 
their own lanpuajro- 
Widespread 


superstition is prevalent with re- 
sulting poverty and terrible living 
conditions.

"The Chinese people are naturally 


bright and if given the opportunity 
make excellent progress. We find 
the young men who come here from 
China very good students. In one 
of my classes in which there are 
eighty American and six Chinese 
students, an American and a Chin- 
ese student were practicably tied 
for first honors. I took this young 
man with me when I went to China 
and he made good immediately on 
many engineering projects." 


Because of personal contact with 


Chinese students her» a closer bond 
of friendship and brotherhood should 
exist between the university and'' 
China, Professor Mead suggested. 
Pure religious missionary »Dtk is 
r.ot all that is needed to help out 
China. 
Education and 
hospitals 


have been introduced by other uni- 
versities and organizations in China 
and much superstitution and pov- 
erty eliminated. 


"The menace of floods is a great 


problem in China," stated Professor 
Mead. 
"We found that the way 


the people had"aproached the prob- 
lem was to place a great dam thir- 
ty-five- miles' long across a river 
bed., placed some images on it, and 
prayed that there would be no more 
floods. When the high water came 
the dam held the water back, flood- 
ing a vast area of low land and 
causing much suffering. 


"It is necessary that the people 


be taught the best methods of liv- 
ing and building and governing. We 
must overcome the bad name given 
western 
civilization through 
the 


methods of many so-called, Chris- 
ian business men who forced trade 
upon China and of the British who 
caused the Opium war- The aver- 
age Chinese has no more loyalty to 
China than the dogs that run the 
streets. It 'is a difficult task that 
must be carried on by the workers."
